London,

govern­ 
ment has decided to keep private the 
personal letter written b y Emperor 
William to Lord Tweedmouth, first 
lord of the admiralty, in wffilch, it was 
charged b y the London Times, his 
m ajesty attem pted to influence legis­ 
lation in the m atter of the naval esti­ 
mate*® of Great Britain. 
How this de­ 
cision, which was announced in b oth 
houses of parliament last evening, will 
please the country, remains to b e 
seen. 
Since A. J. Balfour, speaking 
for the opposition, endorsed the policy 
of the cab inet. It mav » he predicted 
that the pub lic may consider the inci­ 
dent closed. 
The rem ark made b y Lord Rose­ 
b ery that the nation was making itself 
ridiculous over this affair finds much 
support. The discussion was b rief and 
dry. 
A11 the participants proceeded 
as if they were walking on eggs, for 
criticism of the ruler of another na­ 
tion is a delicate b usiness. 
The fact 
that Lord Twe« dmouth consulted Sir 
Edward Grey, the foreign secretary, 
b efore reply to Emperor William’s let­ 
ter, was the only new fact b rought out, 
and it goes far to diminish the criti­ 
cism of Lord Tweedmouth. b ecause i* 
relieves him of all suspicion of any­ 
thing resemb ling disloyalty to the in­ 
terests of the navy. 
The character of Emperor William’s 
letter is now generally understood. 
The spiciest passage is b elieved to b e 
the reference to Lord Esher—that he 
had b etter occupy himself with drain­ 
pipes and keep his hands off the navy. 
Lord Esher was engaged in improving 
the drainage system of Windsor Cas­ 
tle when Emperor William was there 
recently. 
An amusing feature of the 
affair is that all the sensational nows 
p a p e r s of London are lecturing the 
Times for its sensationalism in ex ­ 
ploiting the story.

tiary. 
The opinion was unanimous. 
This sustains the decision of the dis­ 
trict ccurt of appeals, which decreed 
that the judgment and order of the 
lower court here sustained the dem ur­ 
rer to the Indictment and ordered the 
discharge of the defendant on the 
ground that under the law no offense 
had b een committed. 
Ab raham Ruef, 
who was jointly indicted with Schmitz, 
pleaded guilty and his sentence is now 
pending. This decision of the supreme 
court also applies to him. 
It is b e­ 
lieved that Schmitz will immediately 
apply for release from fhe county jail 
and Ruef may do likewise. The prose­ 
cution puri>oses to at once b ring to 
trial some of the many other charges 
preferred against them. 
The court sustained the appellate 
court in its decision that the indict­ 
ment upon which Schmitz was convict­ 
ed was defective in that it did not aver 
that Schmitz was mayor; that Jtuef, 
his co defendant, was a political b oss, 
practically in control of the city; that 
as such they were in a position to 
ex ercise power and undue influence 
over the police commissioners, and 
that it did not show that Schmitz re­ 
sorted to unlawful means in threaten­ 
ing to have liquor license®"* withheld. 
The decision practically nullifying 
Ruef® plea of guilty in validates the 
remaining four ex tortion indictments 
against the former mayor and Ruef, 
and will enab le Schmitz to gain his 
lib erty on b all after eight m onths’ 
confinement in the county jail.

Ottawa, Ont., March 10.—The report 
of the royal commission on the col­ 
lapse of the Queb ec b ridge, in which 
eighty lives were lost, has b een pre­ 
sented to parliament.

sion finds that the collapse was due to 
a defect in design and that the parts 
of the b ridge which first gave way 
were the lower chords in the anchor 
arm near the main pier. 
The design 
for the chords that failed was made 
b y P. L. Szlapka, the designing engi­ 
neer of the Phoenix Bridge company. 
This design was ex amined and official­ 
ly approved b y Theodore Cooper, con­ 
sulting engineer of the Queb ec Bridge 
and Railway company. 
The failure cannot b e. attrib uted di­ 
rectly to any cause other than the er­ 
rors in judgment on the part of these 
two engineers, the report declares.
